Hiftory is full of Examples of Female Warriors, fo 
that it is no new or Chimerical Thing to propofe that 
our Army fhou!d receive a confiderable Augmentation 
from our Female Forces. Lam not for having our Wo- 
men go to fuch Exiremes in their martial Fury and 
Refolution, as to imitate the Example of the 4mazozs ; 
an Account of whom, to fome of your Readers, may 
not be unacceptable. The dmazons were a warlike Na- 
tion of omen, who never fuffer’d any Men to be among 
them ; only when they had a Mind to have Children, 
they would fend for them thar lived near them to get 
them with Child ; but faffer’d them to ftzy no longer 
after that Occafion was anfwer’d. If they bore Af 
Children, they lamed and cripled them, fome fay, with 
much greater Probability, that they fent them back to 
the Men who got them; if Females, they cut off their 
right Breafs, that they might the more commodioutly 
throw their Javelins or Darts. The Word 4mazon, im- 
plies a Woman that wants one of her Breaits. The 
Amazons are celebrated for their extraordinary Courage 
in War, but 1am not for encouraging fuch a Rice of 
favage Creatures, who feemed to have had no Tendernefs 
of Nature in them, and who were rather the Monfters, 
than the Ornaments of their Sex. I might mention 
another Inftance of Women, famous for their military 
Courage, and that is of the Cambrian Women, fighting 
with the Romans; of whom the Hiftorian fays, Nec 
minor cum uxoribus ecrum puna, quam cum iplis fuit. 
Nor was the Battle Jefs fierce between the Romans and 
the Cimbrian Afen, than berween them and the // ives of 
the Cimbrians. But in the A@tion thefe Women were 
guilty of fo much Cruelty, and this to their own Chil- 
dren, that I fhall fay no more of them. 

Female Courage may fubfift, as well as Afa'e, without 
Cruelry and Barbarity ; and, I hope, that when our fair 
Warriors have obtained a Victory over their Enemies, 
they will be moderate in their Conquefts, and not be 
fo thirfty for Blood, as to exercife any mercylefs, un- 
reafonable Cruelties; but know how to fpare the Con- 
quer’d they have got into their Power. | particularly 
advife this, becaufe it is a common Obfervation, that 
when Women are once divefted of their natural Com- 
paffion, they become fo much the more cruel, as they 
were before more tender and pitiful. It will be very pro- 
per, that our Women, when in the Field, thould have 
a different Dre/s from what they ought at other times to 
wear, and that particularly they fnould have no Petti- 
coats to incumber them, or but very fhort ones; and 
that their Cloaths fhould be more of the Afale Fajbion. 
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Field of Battle; fot having parted with that fool‘fh 
Thing called Modefy, the reverfe of Boldnef: of Spirt 
they will foon acyuire, if th y have not already ace 
quirec, a fuitable Conficence and Intrepidity.

after being fome time at Anchor in the Strciguts of 
Banca, appear’d the three French Company’s Ships, 
from Canton for Europe, viz. the Dauphin, Capt. 
Butler, the Hercules, Capt. Dufrein, Le Jafon, Capr. 
Delamettrie ; the Englifh hoifted Dutch Colours, and, 
as foon as the French came near, they lower’d the 
Dutch Colours and hoifted Englith, calling at the fame 
Time to ftrike theirs for the King of England, which 
not being done, the Commodore gave the French Capr. 
Butler a Broadfide, which he and his Conforts return’d, 
and a fharp Engagement enfu’d for the Space of three 
Hours, during which the Dauphin with a Cannon 
Shot, carry’d away Commodore Barnet’s Tiller Rope, 
which difconcerted him for fome Time. 

The Hercules and Jafon, by reafon of the little Breeze 
and their Diftance, could not in Time come up to the 
Dauphin’s Aid, and jointly attack the s0 Gun Ship, 
while the other could not for fome Time fteer, which 
Circumftance, it is faid, might have given Occafion to 
the Hercules to efcape, failing better than the reft; afier 
a brave Refiftance they were forced to ftrike; then the
